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REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action dated April 28, 2009 and the Advisory Actions 
dated August 1 1, 2009 and September 21, 2009. 

After entry of this amendment, claims 28-53 are pending. Claims 1, 2, 7-9 and 26 have 
been cancelled without prejudice or disclaimer. New claims 28-53 have been added and find 
support inter alia in the original claims. Further support for new claims 28, 37, and 46 is fouad 
in the specification at page 1, lines 5-17, and page 50, Table 1. Further support for new claims 
36, 45, and 53 is found at page 8, lines 27-29. No new matter has been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 

Claims 1, 2, 7-9 and 26 remain rejected under 35 U,S.C. §112, first paragraph, for 
allegedly lack of an enabUng disclosure. Applicants respectfully disagree. However, to expedite 
prosecution, claims 1, 2, 7-9 and 26 have been cancelled vdthout prejudice or disclaimer, which 
renders the present rejection moot. New claims 28-53 have been added. According to the 
Examiner, the specification is enabling for accumulating Ci6-, Cig-, and/or C2o-pol3^nsaturated 
fatty acids by expressing nucleotide sequences encoding SEQ ID NO: 2, 4 and 6. Advisory 
Actions dated September 21, 2009 at page 2. To accumulate, a polyunsaturated fatty acid must 
be produced. Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that the new claims recite a scope of 
subject matter which a skilled artisan could clearly make and use according to the teaching in the 
specification. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

CONCLUSION 

For at least the above reasons, Apphcants respectfully request withdrawal of the 
rejections and allowance of the claims. If any outstanding issues remain, the Examiner is invited 
to telephone the undersigned at the number given below.
